7HE GOLOID DOLLAR. 


It will be remembered that early in 
the session Senator Wallace in‘roduced 
‘a bill to provide for “ goloid’’ coinage, 
to consist of certain proportions of 
gold, silver and copper. The theory 
was first promulgated by a Mr. Hub- 
beli, who printed a lengthy pamphlet 
in advocacy of the idea, and who has 
had namerous interviews on the sub- 
ject with many of the leading members 
of both houses. Senator Wallace de- 
nied tbat he was a convert to the theo 
ry, but said that he iatroduced Mr. 
_Habbell’s bill by request, It is claimed,

weights ani measures. Mr. Stephens 
has addressed a letter to the director of 
the mint requesting bim to have dies 
prepared to strike off some specimens 
of the proposed goloid dollar. The 
director of the mint has sent the nec2s- 
sary directions to the superintendent 
of the mint at Philadelphia, and as 
goon as may be we will have some speci- 
mens of the new coin. It is proposed 
that the go‘oid dollar shall @onsist of 
258 grains, to be proportioned as fol- 
lows: 222 grains and a fraction of a 
grain of silver, 25 grains and a fraction 
of a grain of copper, and 9 grains and 
g@ fraction of a grain of gold. At the 
present rates the gold value of such a 
dollar would be a little over 94 cents.

From the konak I proceeded to visit 
the town, of which a description may 
be interesting, as it is rarely included 
ip the easiera tours of foreigners. Adri- 
a is rich in historic associations. 
Bailt by the Ewperor Hadrian in the 
first half of the second century on the 
ruins of Wscudama, antiquarians have

‘this be. the exact plate of expia- 
on or pot it cer Y  pos- 
sesses Inany vestiges of Ccouekuctions 
of Pelaayian origin. Blocks of branite 
from three to six feet long by thire in 
thickness, with beveled edges an¢ un- 
cut, slightly rounded centers, are super. 
posed in iavers without a trace of 
cement. Ose piece of wall near the 
great entrance to the bazaar is forcy 
feet in lergth and sixteen feet high, 
and all along the citadei, which still 
preserves its Byzantine name of Kastro, 
may be followed the trace of the primi- 
tive enceinte, where blocks like those 
which I have described form the base, 
while above are placed other smaller 
layers of Roman workmanship. These 
are the remains of the wall constructed 
bz the Antouines on the ruins of those 
which, without going back to the 
almost prehistoric days of the Atrides, 
defended the great capita! of the 
Adrysian kiogs of Thrace long ante- 
terior to the reign of Philip of Mace- 
don. Except in the Kastro, Adrian- 
ople has few antiquities. It 
was,te*en by the Sultan Mourad in the 
year 13.0, and the stones of its ancient 
edifice, were used for the building of 
mosques and dwelling houses, in whose 
walls may yet be seen occasional form- 
less fragments. But in the mosque of 
Selim ILI., whore immeuse dome is four 
feet higher chau that of Aya Sophia at 
Constantinople, there is a grand gate- 
wav supported by culumns of unduubt- 
ed Roman art, in verd antique, and ci- 
polin, and Sienna granite, which must 
have been transported thither from 
some heathen temple. There are four 
tall fluted minarets to this building, 
each with three galleries, each gallery 
being reached by a separate stairway, 
the peculiarity of the construction be 
ing that these last twist up .n a spiral 
from the basement without meeting 
each other. The one leading to the 
highest gallery has 337 steps, and from 
its top there is a magnifiaent view of 
the valley of the Mariiza and of 
the city, which is destined one 
day to regain all its ancient pros- 
perity and commercial greatness 
The interior of the mosque is impos. 
ing, although bare, as it is only orna- 
mented with lamps, ostrich eggs, and 
rich car: ets, while above each of its 
ninety~nine windows is inscribed the 
de rigueur Koran verses in gilded let- 
ters ona bright blue ground. There 
are exactly 150-mosques in the city, 
but none of them are remarkable for 
their architectural beauty or from as 
sociation and even the Muradyst, built 
by the conqueror of the province, 
which 1s older than any ‘Turkish edi- 
fice in Constantinople, is purely By 
zantine, and offers more of those pecu- 
liarities of Arabart than anyto be 
seen at Cairo or Broussa. The bazaars 
are very fine, much largerthan those 
of Constantinopie, the princi pa! gallery 
being 300 paces in length, and far 
more Oriental, alihough, even here, 
the wares of Damascus and Alleppo 
Bagded are gradually giving way to 
the cheaper importations of Birming 
ham and Manchester. 
The most interesting of all the edi- 
fices at Adrianuple is the Eski Serai, 
he ancient palace of the sultans, when 
this was the capital of the Ottoman 
empire. It stands at the distance of a 
quarter of an hour’s ride from the 
town on the banks of the Troncja, 
which 1s crossed by two monumenial 
bridges. A few lazy Z:ptiehs were 
loitering before the gates when I rcde 
up, and they ¢ ffered no opposition toa 
free examination of this once almost 
sacred building. The entrance is 
through an immense court yard, potb- 
ing, indeed, but a vast meadow sur- 
rounded by sheds supported on wooden 
pillars, where, in days jong passed, the 
Asiatic Lordes pastured their charges. 
It is called pompously the “c-urt of 
the guard,” and could have accommo- 
dated at least 10 000 horsemen. On the 
further side stands the “‘ gate of Lappi- 
ness’ —the bab seadet—the original of 
that sublime porte of which so frequent 
mention is made in Osmanii documents, 
even in ourtime. ‘This is the entrance 
proper to the palace, and is of remark- 
able simplicity, being without sculp 
ture or ornament of any kind. 
Thence the heavy doors of iron open 
into a vaulted passage, beyond which 
the grandees of the empire, the chief 
of tributary tribes, and oalon embas-~ 
sadors were forbidden to proceed, the 
sultan himself giving audience in a 
little isolated pavilion at one end,where 
through two gilded gratings he listened 
to demands and received the petitions 
of hissubjects. The one chamber of 
this building—so small that it could not 
have accommodated more than three 
persons at one time—used to contain a 
large divan at one window, on the right 
from which the commander of the 
faithful communicated with the grand 
vizier, and another on the left reserved 
for petitioners. -l'he walls are covered 
with paintings on wood of birds and 
flowers and garlands of doubtful tzate, 
but with whose brilliancy even the 
lapse of of four centuries has not di- 
minished. Beyond this is a second en 
closure,less vast than the guard’s court, 
but still of considerable extent, witha 
gigantic tower in the center, com- 
manding the distant town; an ex- 
terior siair Cc .se Oo: white marble ieads 
io the summit, where is a huge bulbous 
shaped wooden cupuola similar to wha! 
was seen at the old Serai of Stamboa! 
at the Golden Horn, before its ancient 
buildings were destroyed by fire. All 
the left wing cf the palace, including 
the harem, is now in ruins, but a part 
of the right wing still remains, and 
here is the hall of reception, with three 
continuous bed-rcoms, ornamented 
irom flour to ceiling with aiternate 
rows of bricks, enameled plue and 
green, of exquisite workmanship. Most 
of these represent only flowers and 
fruits, but on some of them can be 
seen the exact planof the Kaaba oi 
Mecca. The dependencies of the 
place, such as the kitchen, the seryanis’ 
rooms, and the stables, no longer offer 
a single point of interest, for with the 
carelessness proveibial to the larks, 
they bave been allowed to decay and 
tall to ruin. In the construction of 
all the early Turkish moeques Byzan- 
tine architects were employed, where 
as Persian taste and ckill presided at 
the eration cf the palaces. When

The Fievuse Heroes. 


Gen. Von Todlebea, the adyiser of 
the commander«in-chief of the allied 
forces before Pieyna, and virtualiy the 
director of the opera.ions against 
Osman Pasha, was born at Mittau, May 
20, 1818. In 1835 he entered the en~ 
yineer school in Si. Petersburg, leaving 
it in 1838 with the commission of sub- 
lieutenant. During the early part of, 
his service he was aitached to the army 
of the Caucasus, and distinguished 
himself at the seiges of several fortified 
places. During the Crimean war he 
in the first instance conducted the 
siege operations ‘against Sillistria, and 
aiterward became celebrated for his 
obstinate and skillful defense of Sebas 
topol. As a reward for his services on 
that occasion he was appointed — 
tant general to the Emperor Atexander 
II, ard received the order of St. George 
and a grant cf money. In 1858, he was 
further given the grand crows of the 
order of St. Andrew. In 1560 be was 
promoted to the rank of lieutenant 
general, and appointed a <lirector of the 
en ~ineer dapestmnena of the 
of war, which post he held 
until, in September last, he was called 
to the seatof war to conduct the seige 
operations against operations Plevna. 
Gen. Skobeloff, who was promoted to 
be lieutenant general on the Ilth of 
September, 1877, is the youngest officer 
of that rank in tbe Russian, 
or probably in any army, 
having been bornin 1845 He received 


tinguished himself so frequently and so 
yreally 
Asia that by 1875 he attained to the 
rank of mejor general. Among other 
achievements, he rescued the khan of 
K hokand,'who was attached to the Rus- 
sian cause, and whose subjects had 
broken out into opens revolt, captured 
Ferghana and drove out the pretender 
tothe throne. Until March, 1877, when 
he joined the army under the command 
of ihe Grand Duke Nicholas, (reneral 
Skobeleff wa- governor of Feighana, 
but failed to display any great admin 
istrative ability. On the evening be- 
fore the passage of the Danube at Sim 
nitza, having been requested by the 
grand duke to call for vo.unteers {rédm 
the division of Cossacks under his com- 
mand, to swim the river and recon- 
noiter the opposite bank, General Sko- 
belie if hiraseif piunged into the water, 
at the head of a small party of ten men 
and suecessfully accomplished the re- 
quired work. General Gourko is a 
sauch oid«ér man than Generali Sko- 
beleff, saving been born in 1828. In 
1846 he was appointed a cornet in the 
hussar regiment of the guard. Passing 
through the staff school, he was iu 
1852 promoted to the rank of cap/ain, 
and served in that grede throughout 
the Crimean war in the Diebitscn regi- 
meut. In 1556 he was appointed com- 
maoder of the emperor’s squadron, and 
also toa postin the emperor's suite. 
In 1861 he became coloue!, and com- 
manded a regiment of hussars during 
the Polish campaign of 1863. Promo- 
ted tu the rank of mejor general in 
1867, ba commanded the regiment of 
mounted grenadiers «f the guard from 
that date until 1573, when be succeed~ 
ed to tbe command of tbe lat brigade 
of the 24 division of cayairy of the 
guard. In 1876 he becamea lieuten 
ant general, and October last was 
placged in command of a force of 24.090 
infantry, 6,000 cavalry and 24 gnus, all 
belongir g4o the imperial guard.

said? Why was the power of counting 
conferred upon both houses, it both 
houses in joint action were not to 
determine the question ; and Low could 
both houses in joint action 
determine such a question in any oth- 
er way, as the constitution stands, than 
by a per capita vote ? This would seem 
to be the legitimate construct:on-~-vio-~ 
lating no principle and jeoparding no 
rights or interests. Looking to the 
ciaracter of objects had in view in the 
constitution in regulating the choice of 
president and vice-president, is there 
therefore any necessity for any measure 
io remedy existing evils, and expecialiy 
those which were so glaring and t!)reat-

In the absence ot such a joint rv‘e or 
law, Mr. Stephens argues that it is com- 
petent for congress, as they dii ai the 
last session, to raise @ COMMIs&s.0N Or a 
tribunal to decide all matters in dis» 
pute; but, in his view, this was not the 
best mode for attainipg the end. Al- 
iusion is then made to the recentiy 
published fae simile in the handwrit- 
ing of Mr. Jefferson, bearing directly 
upon the matter under discussion and 
which justifies the position 
taken by Mr. Stepbens. 
Mr. Jefferson did not doubt the power 
of corgress to provide a remedy and 
define by law how the question as to 
the valicity of an election was to be 
decided. His plan was that where one 
unsuitable as an elector or without the 
qualifications of an elector was « hosen, 
it should be determined, not »vy the 
senate and bouse by a per capita vote in 
joint session, but by the senators and 
representatives of that state in which 
the dispute aroze. Thisis cited merely 
to show that the power in question was 
not disputed by this great apostle cf 
strict constructionists. As to whether 
his mode was the better one for settling 
such disputes is now a fair subject for 
inquiry and discussion. In the opin- 
ion of Mr. Stephens it certainly wou d 
not be the better way for the seiators 
and representatives of gny 
state—as, for iastance, the one froin 
which the president or vive president 
was chosen—to settle disputes of tiis 
character arising in their own states, 
for it is a matter in which all the sta‘es 
are equally interested : nor does ii seem 
to this writer that it would be exacily 
just or in conformity with the general 
symmetry of the government that aiy 
one state should determine queaticis 
ing out of the validity of the elec 
tion s or the qualifications of any 
elecior from 4ny particular state. 
These are tters in which ail the 
states are equally interested, since the 
chief magiétracy may depend upon 
them. ‘Then, in conformity with the 
general symmetry of the governmert, 
looking to the origin of this prov:sion, 
and the great pr.nciples met wiih 
thronghput, does it not seem clear, asks

Nor have we tonvl:ed the bottem. In 
New York city last month, there were 
eighty-nine failures with ay create 
liabilities of nearly eight millious. Be- 
sides these, there were eleven heavy 
assignments and no end of cvoinposi- 
tions with creditcrs. There ia licttie 
reason to doubt that the combined iia- 
bilities of the failures in New York 
city alone, during the month of De- 
cember, were equa! to the entire pub- 
lic debt of Georgia! This record of 
the chief city uf the country shows an 
increase of twenty-five per cent in 
uumber, and three hundred percent in 
amount over the tigurés 
for the previous month. 
When the record of 1877is made up 
it will be found tha! the failures ex- 
ceeded those of the previous yea", aud 
that the gloomy prospect is the terribie 
but natural result of the fatal policy of 
contraction. 

The woe and suffering and heart-aches 
that the pitiless policy is inflicting upon 
the country can not be measured. 
Every failure sends agony into many 
hearts and homes. Our commercial 
statistics are very imperfect. We can 
only pick out afact here and there. 
We know from officia! reports that the 
national banks lost in the year ending 
September 1, 1877, nearly twenty mul- 
lion*dollars; we know that the shrink- 
age of real estate in New York city bas 
been over five hundred millions; we 
know that the capital invested 
in railraods that are in bankruptcy 
exceeds nine shundred and twelve mil- 
lions; we know that the shrinkaga in 
value of four coal roads alone has een 
seventyssix millions. Let these facts 
suffice. They tell us what the Sher-oan 
policy means—what it accomplishes, 
[t means shrinkage of values—that is 
what it accomplishes. That shrinkage 
destroys the confidence of capitalis‘s in 
securities. They wil) not lend on real 
estate which can not besold, on stecks 
which may be valueless to-morrow, on 
anything but gold or government bends 
of which there ie comparatively 
little in the country, and _ the 
result is that they lock up 
their money aud the country goes to 
the dogs. Well may Mr. Hill sgy that 
the distresses of the country are due to 
the utter destruction of confidence ; 
but he sadly fails to see that the ruins 
ous policy of forced resumption has 
destroyed the confidence that every- 
where existed throughout the tenyth 
and<breadth of the land before tke 
day of its inauguration.

A GEOKGIA CUTTON FACTORY. 


The report of the operations of the 
Augusta factory,of which Mr. W. E. 
Jackson is president, from the 16tb of 
June to the 15tn of December, inciusiye 
shows that after the payment of repairs, 
taxes, water rent, interest, insurance, 
all expenses, and the two quarterly 
dividends of two per cent each, there 
has been added to the surplus, or profit 
and loss account, $9.447 41. Of the 
$6.000 of bonds maturing Ist November 
last, $5,000 have been presented and 
paid There has been recently pur- 
chased two new spinning frames (416 
spindies) and slasher, costing about 
$2,250. These were necessary to enable 
the factory to run the thirty additional 
looms. There are vow seven hundred 
aud eighty-six looms running. During 
the period of twenty six weeks seven 
million two hundred and sixty~-three 
thousand nine hundred and forty~eight 
yards of cloth were manufactured. 


THE republicans of Georgia have not 
been very well rewarded in the diplo- 
matic service of the country. The long 
list includes from Georgia only H, W. 
Hilliard, mivister to Brazil, salary 
$12,000; R. T. Clayten, consn! to Cal- 
lao, salary $3,500, and J. F. Quarles, 
consul to Malaga, salary $1,500.

“By the way,” the governor contin- 
ued, “I hope you won’t think it vain 
in me if I give you a little reminiscence. 
It was toward the close of the war— 
along in the spring of 1865 -that I 
turned upin Richmond, Virginia I 
had beea captured and a prisoner over 
there in your state at Johngon’s Isiand 
near Sandusky. After being exchang- 
ed I went back to Richmond to get my 
orders and go inte the service again. 
Prices were pretty high in Richmond 
in those days and they were charging 
$75 a day at the hotels. Being the 
modest colonel ot a Kentucky regi- 
ment I couldn’t stand that very long 
and so I set out to finda boarding 
house. ‘The first one I was sent to. was 
a Mrs. Robinson’sand I soon arranged 
to take board witb ner. The morning 
that I commenced I went down to 
breakfast. She, of course, introduced 
me to her other boarders—three gen- 
tlemen, who were seated at the tabie. 
Those three gentiemen were Colonei 
Porter, now governor of Tennessee; 
General Holliday, now governor elect 
of Virginia, and Beverly [ucker, the 
leading representative of Virginia, now 
in congress. Wewere none of us in 
particularly good spirits, but we ail 
goon became fast f[nends. We little 
thought thatin less than fifteen years 
three of us would be governors of 
states and the fourth a member of con- 
gress.
